ELEVEN parks and green spaces in Sandwell 
have been recognised by the Green Flag 
Award Scheme as among the very best in the 
country. 

The 11 sites are among a record-breaking 
1,797 UK parks and green spaces that, on 
Tuesday, received a prestigious Green Flag 
- the mark of a quality park or green space. 

This international award, now into its third 
decade, is a sign to the public that the space 
boasts the highest possible environmental 
standards, is beautifully maintained and has 
excellent visitor facilities. 

Sandwell’s list includes six town parks, a 
cemetery, crematorium and volunteer-run al¬ 


lotment, as well as Sandwell Valley Country 
Park and community-run Warley Woods. 

The full list is as follows: Barnford Park, 
Oldbury; Brunswick Park, Wednesbury; 
Dartmouth Park, West Bromwich; Dingley 
Road Allotments, Wednesbury; Haden Hill 
Park, Cradley Heath - also a Green Heritage 
Site winner; Sandwell Valley Country Park; 
Sandwell Valley Crematorium; Victoria Park, 
Smethwick; Victoria Park, Tipton; Warley 
Woods, Bearwood. 

Sandwell Council leader Councillor Steve 
Eling said: “This is fantastic news - a big 
well done to all the staff, volunteers, friends’ 
groups, community organisations and al¬ 


lotment committees. They have all helped 
Sandwell win these prestigious awards. We 
also thank everyone who uses our parks and 
green spaces. 

“Despite the pressures on council budgets, 
we’re committed to investing in our parks, 
cemeteries and crematoriums and improving 
them for everyone.” 

Councillor Richard Marshall, the council’s 
cabinet member for leisure, said: “Our council 
staff and waste partner Serco work incredibly 
hard to keep our green spaces clean and tidy, 
working closely with volunteers and commu¬ 
nity groups. It’s brilliant that Haden Hill is a 
Green Heritage Site winner too.” 


INDOOR MARKET 
TO SHUT DOWN 


AN INDOOR market which has been part of 
a Sandwell town for decades is to close, it 
has been revealed. 

Stallholders at the Windmills Market in Smeth¬ 
wick have been told it will shut in October, leaving 
them with uncertain futures. The market is part of 
the Windmills shopping centre, connected to Asda, in

Stallholders have dwindled in 
recent years, with 14 businesses 
currently operating. 

Traders have been given three 
months’ notice of the market’s 
closure, with some said to have 
been left devastated by the sud¬ 
den decision. 

Sandwell Council has said it 
is investigating the possibility of 
shifting the traders to West Bro¬ 
mwich market.

Kam Basi, aged 49, who has 
run a sports supplement stall 
with his wife for seven years, 
said: “It was a shock. I always 
thought it was coming but it 
was the way it happened. We 
have got another unit in Bear¬ 
wood but some of the people 
here don’t know what they will 
do, some of the girls have been 
crying.

This is a good 
location for businesses as we 
have got the Asda car park.

The market was given a refur¬ 
bishment some years ago when 
Asda moved to the retail park, 
where other shops include Mat- 
alan and Home Bargains. 

It takes up a prominent part 
of the retail park and on Wind¬ 
mill Lane, where its entrance is. 

Smethwick councillor Richard 
Marshall said it was disappoint¬ 
ing for the town to lose the mar¬ 
ket. He said: “It has been there 
for years. I used to go there as 
a kid and I’m 50. The trouble 
when anything like that goes 
is it has been there a while and 
that makes it even worse. 

“Unfortunately, it is the way 
retail is going at the moment.” 

The owners of the market 
were not available for comment.

A FAMILY devastated by the sudden 
loss of their mother are having their 
home transformed by the BBC’s DIY 
SOS team. The team of experts descend¬ 
ed on the West Bromwich family home 
after hearing of the tragic story of Crys¬ 
tal Chambers. 

The 32-year-old was given hours to 
live when she found was diagnosed with 
terminal cancer, before she tragically 
died on October 14, 2015, leaving her 


two young children. Without home in¬ 
surance, or owning a home her children 
were left in the care of Crystal’s grieving 
mother, Sandra, to look after. 

They now live together with San¬ 
dra’s son, Ziggy (Crystal’s brother), in a 
cramped two bedroom house. 

Crystal’s two children, Deago, aged 
nine, and Ameira, aged three, have to 
share a bedroom with Sandra, who is 
struggling with the situation.

“They’re a really lovely family and they 
came out and met the builders this 
morning and motivation levels went up 
when they met them and everyone is 
determined to try and make life a little 
better for them.”

Midlands 
set to be a 
house price 
hot spot 

THE West Midlands is set to be one of 
the UK’s house price hot spots in the 
coming months, according to a new re¬ 
port. 

It is projected to be one of the top 
regions in the country for fast growing 
property prices, according to research 
from leading accountancy PwC. 

But the new report also predicts the 
West Midlands will lag behind other re¬ 
gions when it comes to economic growth 
in 2017. And PwC expects growth to 
slow in most areas next year as the UK 
continues to feel the effects of uncer¬ 
tainty due to Brexit. 

PwC’s latest UK Economic Outlook 
says the West Midlands is projected to 
see house price growth of 4.5 per cent 
in 2017, above the UK average of 3.7 
per cent. Out of the UK’s 12 regions, 
the West Midlands will only be behind 
the East of England, East Midlands and 
the South West. It means the average 
home in the West Midlands could be 
worth around £183,000 this year, £8,000 
higher than in 2016, and could rise to 
over £208,000 by 2025. 

Matthew Hammond, Midlands re¬ 
gional chairman for PwC, said: “The 
housing market in the Midlands reflects 
the strength of the West Midlands econ¬ 
omy as a key region in the UK.” 

Attackers near 
pub are sought 

TWO men are wanted by police after 
an assault on a group of people outside 
a pub. The attack happened outside the 
Red Cow in Smethwick High Street on 
June 4. 

CCTV images have been released of 
two men wanted in connection with the 
assault. One of the victims was kicked 
in the head and left unconscious. The 
40-year-old was admitted to hospital for 
intensive emergency treatment. 

He is now expected to make a full re¬ 
covery. Det Con James Finnegan said: 
“This was a shocking unprovoked attack 
and the victim was left unconscious after 
sustaining a severe head injury. Thank¬ 
fully he is on the road to recovery, but 
the outcome of this could have been far 
worse. Head injuries such as this can 
lead to permanent damage.”

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Specialist 
hospital 
to be built 
for £65m 

A £65 MILLION specialist hospital 
will be built in Birmingham, provid¬ 
ing care for adults receiving NHS and 
private care, under latest plans. 

The 138-bed hospital is planned for 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital Birming¬ 
ham campus in Edgbaston, with open¬ 
ing for 2020. 

University Hospitals Birmingham 
NHS Foundation Trust say it will 
increase capacity for NHS patients 
providing 72 new beds, a new radio¬ 
therapy unit and access to new oper¬ 
ating theatres. Plans for the 14,000 
square metre hospital will also in¬ 
clude 66 private beds, owned and run 
by HCA Healthcare UK. 

The hospital will be equipped with 
technology to provide most surgical 
and medical procedures in cancer, 
cardiology, neurology, hepatobiliary, 
urology, orthopaedics and stem cell 
transplantation. 

HCA Healthcare UK and Univer¬ 
sity Hospitals Birmingham NHS 
Foundation Trust are working with 
Prime, a health property company, to 
develop plans for the hospital. 

Consultation sessions will be held 
with the community on the project’s 
progress. Dr Dave Rosser, executive 
medical director at University Hos¬ 
pitals Birmingham NHS Foundation 
Trust, said: “The new specialist hospi¬ 
tal will provide 72 extra beds for NHS 
patients that the NHS is not currently 
able to fund.”

Builders double size of 
school in just one day

A NEW £2.5 million building that 
will double the size of a Black 
Country school was due to be 
erected yesterday. 

The vast two-storey extension at The 
Priory School in Dorsett Road, Friar Park, 
Wednesbury, is set to feature seven new 
classrooms, a dance studio and a staff room. 

It was constructed in modules by builders’ 
Portakabin and transported down from York¬ 
shire over the weekend. 

Workers were expected to put the impres¬ 
sive new building together block-by-block in 
just one day using two large cranes, with the 
building planned to be ready for use in time 
for the new term in September. 

The firm have been on site for the last five 
months preparing the groundwork for the 
new build. 

The school, which was rebuilt 10 years ago, 
will see its capacity double to 420 pupils, with 
a new two-form entry policy in place for the 
start of next term. 

Important 

West Bromwich East MP Tom Watson 
visited the site last week. He said: “Parents 
in Wednesbury are crying out for more good 
school places for their children, and this ex¬ 
citing development will create just that. This 
is an important investment by Sandwell 
Council and local kids will feel the benefits of 
these new facilities for years to come.” 

Councillor Simon Hackett, Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for children’s services 
said: “We need more school places to meet 
high demand. We want as many parents as 
possible to be able to get their child into their 
first choice of school.” 

Workers will remain on site over the com¬ 
ing weeks to put the finishing touches to the 
building. 

Phillip Butcher, headteacher at the Good¬ 
rated Priory Primary School, said: “The new 
building will be a great addition to the school. 
I’m looking forward to seeing it finished and 
ready for the new term in September.” 



Workers unearth war bunkers network

A NETWORK of underground Sec¬ 
ond World War munitions storage 
bunkers was found during excava¬ 
tions for a new school building. 

Workers digging footings for the 
new £2.5 million extension at The 
Priory School in Friar Park, ini¬ 
tially found what they thought was 
an air raid shelter at the site. 

But further excavations revealed 
a series of at least four under¬ 
ground walled rooms, which ex¬ 


perts say are likely to have been 
used to store weapons and ammu¬ 
nition during the conflict. Sandwell 
Council says it is yet to decide what 
to do with the bunkers, which are 
set to be separated from the new 
school building by a wall. 

Gary Thompson, project man¬ 
ager for builders’ Portakabin, 
said the find came to light within 
weeks of workers moving onto the 
Dorsett Road site. “We found one 


large room on the border of where 
the new building is going and from 
then on this large network just un¬ 
ravelled. 

“There were walls built inside the 
bunkers - signs of a much bigger 
complex. Fortunately there is no 
impact on the new build, although 
there is a chance the bunkers will 
have to be filled in at some point.” 
West Bromwich East MP Tom Wat¬ 
son visited the site last week.

Ex-wolves player 
guilty of burglary 

FORMER Wolves player Shaun New¬ 
ton has been found guilty of burgling 
a home in London. He was sentenced 
to 100 hours of community service. 

He was sentenced at Kingston 
Crown Court. Crown Prosecution 
Service spokesman, David Lindsell, 
confirmed the 41-year-old’s conviction 
and said he must now also pay costs 
of £1,500 and a £85 victim surcharge. 

In March this year Newton, who is 
understood to live in the capital, was 
the subject of a wanted appeal issued 
by London’s Metropolitan Police after 
he failed to turn up to court in Octo¬ 
ber. Newton joined Wolves from Char¬ 
lton Athletic for £1 million in 2001. 

City library set to 
join with theatre 

THE Library of Birmingham is to 
join forces with the city’s Repertory 
Theatre by developing a commercial 
partnership. The arrangement, due 
to come into effect in October, would 
see two of the city’s leading cultural 
venues working together to promote 
conferencing and hospitality. 

Both venues share a building on 
Centenary Square and aim to make 
better use of their events and confer¬ 
ence spaces. It is hoped the partner¬ 
ship will generate income, enabling 
both to protect and invest in their 
services. 

A big Lidl bit of 
compost for parks 

A SUPERMARKET group has do¬ 
nated than two tons of compost to be 
used at parks and allotments in the 
Black Country. 

Lidl made the offer to Sandwell 
Council following the opening of its 
huge new distribution centre next to 
the M6 in Wednesbury. It will be used 
to help keep parks looking attractive 
and kept maintained. 

The 450,000 sq ft warehouse opened 
near Junction 9 of the M6 in January, 
creating around 500 jobs. It was built 
to help stock the growing number of 
Lidl stores across the Midlands. 

A Gorgeous start for 
new radio station 

AN online radio station based in the 
Black Country is going on air. Gay ra¬ 
dio station Gorgeous FM, which has a 
studio in Wolverhampton, will launch 
across Birmingham on DAB next 
month. Bosses at the not-for-profit or¬ 
ganisation hope it will reach the Black 
Country on DAB. 

The station has 15 presenters and 
was created by owners of the Wolver¬ 
hampton nightclub Gorgeous, Shaun 
Keasey and Ricki Wellman.

Broadcaster Billy Spakemon, who 
helps organise the festival, said: “The 
whole day gelled and brought the com¬ 
munity together which is so important 
with everything going on at the mo¬ 
ment in the world.” 

Benefited 

Elsewhere across the borough of 
Dudley, the Black Country Living Mu¬ 
seum hosted a 1940s weekend. 

There was a ‘teenage market’ held 
at Red House Glass Cone in Wordsley 
- itself a symbol of the industrial rev¬ 
olution. Wordsley also held a carnival 
at King George V Park while at Wol¬ 
verhampton’s West Park there was a 
huge ‘fiesta’ featuring monster trucks 
and a giant fun fair. 

Down the road in Bilston, member 
of the local Lions Club organised High 
Street entertainment which was en¬ 
joyed by around 2,000 people. 

In Sandwell there was the Old Hill 
festival featuring tribute bands and a 
Del Boy impersonator.

Row rages 
over chains 
design on 
region's flag 

A HUGE row is raging over the Black 
Country flag after comments made by 
Wolverhampton MP Eleanor Smith 
referring to links with the slave trade. 

Tens of thousands of readers leapt 
to the defence of the flag after our sis¬ 
ter paper the Express & Star reported 
that Ms Smith had refused to be pho¬ 
tographed with it because the image 
of chains had racist overtones. 

More than 26,000 people voted in 
the newspaper’s online poll with 95 
per cent of them saying the red, white 
and black flag was not racist. 

The newly-elected Wolverhampton 
South West MP later denied saying 
the flag was ‘racist’ or that it should 
be ‘banned’ claiming her views were 
‘misrepresented’. She said un-named 
‘constituents’ had raised concerns 
about the flag but admitted she also 
felt ‘uneasy’ about it. 

She also claimed she had not posed 
for a flag picture with fellow MPs due 
to ‘parliamentary commitments’. 

The Express & Star is standing by 
comments attributed to Ms Smith 
that she was concerned about the 
flag’s ‘racist connotations’ and it 
should be ‘changed’ for one that ‘rep¬ 
resents us all as a collective rainbow 
of people’. Editor Keith Harrison said 
he had received no complaint from Ms 
Smith about the story and he was con¬ 
fident of its accuracy. 

Ms Smith said: “I talked about 
some concerns raised by my constit¬ 
uents about the flag - specifically the 
image of a chain, because of their his¬ 
torical use in the Slave Trade. I was 
uneasy about this image becoming the 
brand for the Black Country.” 


Get Midlands 
moving hope 

A MAJOR new transport campaign to 
‘Get the Midlands moving’ has been 
unveiled by the Black Country Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce. 

Scores of business leaders attended 
a breakfast launch event at The Haw¬ 
thorns, in West Bromwich, as the 
Chamber set out its campaign, which 
aims to raise the awareness and pro¬ 
file of transport and infrastructure 
issues in the Black Country on a na¬ 
tional scale. 

Five key areas have been identi¬ 
fied that the Black Country Chamber 
wants to see action on - equal invest¬ 
ment in infrastructure compared to 
other regions; better usage of the M6 
Toll; greater investment in broad¬ 
band infrastructure; support for HGV 
driver recruitment; and increased ca¬ 
pacity for Birmingham Airport.

Hundreds of homes in garden city vision 


HUNDREDS of homes will be built and major im¬ 
provements made to roads and a train station as 
part of multi-million pound plans to create a ‘gar¬ 
den city’ in Tipton. 

Canalside developments and transformation of 
former industrial sites form ambitious proposals for 
a huge regeneration of the Dudley Port area over 
the coming years. Dudley Port train station would 
receive significant investment to become a transport 
interchange, combining train, metro and rail ser¬ 
vices. Bus lanes and cycle lanes would also be added 
to main road in an effort to encourage sustainable 
travel and cut emissions. 

A blueprint for the future of the area has been re¬ 
vealed by Sandwell Council. Sites for more than 600 


new homes have been identified at Groveland Road, 
Newcomen Drive, off Coneygree Road, and a former 
brick clay works off Temple Way, as well as a canal- 
side residential development at Lower City Road. 

Transport chiefs are also keen to bring in bus 
lanes along the A461 Dudley Port and cycle lanes 
on both Dudley Port and Birmingham Road. 

Dudley Port train station would become a trans¬ 
port hub, with new Metro services passing through 
as part of the line extension. The condition of canal 
towpaths and access would also be improved. 

The area was earmarked last year for possible 
garden city development to try and meet huge de¬ 
mand for housing. Experts said transport links in 
the Dudley Port area as well as the availably of sites 


for housing made it ideal for the garden city vision. 

Residents are being encouraged to have their say 
over the proposals over the next few weeks. 

Sandwell Council’s regeneration boss Councillor 
Paul Moore said: “The Dudley Port area has been 
identified as a key area for growth due to its effec¬ 
tive existing connections and the opportunities for 
new housing and job opportunities.” 

West Bromwich West MP Adrian Bailey, whose 
constituency includes Dudley Port, said the plans 
would be a huge boost for the area. 

He said: “Anything that improves our housing 
stock and relieves us of pressure is to be welcomed.”

THE newly elected West Midlands 
Mayor led the celebrations for the top¬ 
ping out ceremony at the Midland Met¬ 
ropolitan Hospital. 

Andy Street marked the major milestone 
at a music-filled event which was held at the 
site in Cranford Street, Smethwick, which is 
currently under construction. 

The Topping Out ceremony fell on Black Coun¬ 
try Day and it was exactly three years since the pro¬ 
ject was given funding approval from the Treasury. 

During the celebration, the last piece of steel was 
placed on the 10th floor, the highest point of the 
hospital, which is being built by support services 
firm Carillion for Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust (SWBH). 

The Mayor, along with various dignitaries, all 
signed a plaque and made a hand imprint into a 
special concrete block which will eventually be in¬ 
serted into the building alongside the plaque. 

Regeneration 

The Mayor said: “It has been a pleasure to be at 
the Topping Out ceremony today and play a small 
part in what is a fantastic project which will help to 
drive up the quality of clinical services in Birming¬ 
ham and Sandwell. 

“However, this is also a major regeneration op¬ 
portunity, using old industrial land and helping to 
act as a catalyst for the development of brownfield 
sites around it. 

“The new hospital is also supporting local enter¬ 
prises and the voluntary sector, as well as inspiring 
and engaging local schools. 

“I congratulate everybody involved and look for¬ 
ward to seeing the finished and fully-functioning 
hospital.” 

Chief executive Toby Lewis added: “Today marks 
another definitive step towards opening our acute 
and emergency super centre. 

“The new Midland Metropolitan Hospital will 
serve half a million people across Birmingham and 
the Black Country. Quality of care will be improved 
on a seven day basis. And the hospital will be a hub 
for community regeneration. 

“We congratulate Carillion on their work with 
us and look forward to opening the Midland Met¬ 
ropolitan in Spring 2019.” The ceremony was fol¬ 


lowed by musical performances from Bristnall Hall 
Academy Orchestra, The Westminster School and 
Dreemz Choir. 

A video flythrough of the new hospital showed 
how will look when it is completed. 

The attendees were also shown footage of various 
school and community visits that had taken place 
at the site, by students who were interested in the 
development. 


The Treasury officially announced on July 14, 
in 2014, that it approved the £353 million hospital 
to be funded through both the public and private 
sector. 

Since then a staggering 800 people have been em¬ 
ployed to construct the building, and it is expected 
to continue to boost the economy.. 

Plans also include a huge car park with under¬ 
ground access to wards and departments.

IT’S great to see that the Wolverhampton 
Fiesta is back in rude health once more, 
attracting thousands of visitors to the 
city’s West Park and evoking memories of 
the huge crowds during the sizzling hot 
summers during the 1970s. 

How sad then, that an event which 
has the potential to do so much for the 
area, should be promoted in such an 
anti-social manner.

Robin is still rockin’ - 25 years on 


IT all started as just a pipe dream 
in his parents’ front room back in 
Quarry Bank 

Now, a quarter of a century later Mike 
Hamblett’s The Robin 2 is at the heart of the 
live music scene in the Black Country and cel¬ 
ebrating its 25th anniversary year. 

Since forming in 1992 the venue - origi¬ 
nally called The Robin R ‘n’ B Club in Quarry 
Bank before moving to Bilston and changing 
its name to The Robin 2 - has welcomed a 
huge array of stars. They have included the 


late, great Ben E King, to Blues Brothers icon 
Steve Cropper, The Animals, Glenn Hughes, 
Billy Ocean, Peter Green and 10CC, to name 
but a few. At both of its grand openings The 
Robin has been officially opened by Slade’s 
Noddy Holder. He was also joined by Roy 
Wood for the opening of the Robin 2 in 1998. 

Not only has the club played host to top 
acts, but it has also paved the way for budding 
acts to get started. At the tender age of 13, 
Black Country blues sensation Joanne Shaw 
Taylor played her first-ever show at The Robin 
and has gone on to great things. 


Mr Hamblett, who had formerly worked at 
GKN Sankey Vending in Bilston, said: “I was 
37 years old when I opened The Robin R’n’B 
Club as I called it, at The Robin Hood Inn, in 
Pedmore Road, Quarry Bank, on April 9,1992. 

“I wanted to forge a business for myself in 
the music ‘biz’ - I figured there must be more 
to life than designing vending machines. I 
started the business from my mom and dad’s 
front room in Victoria Road, Quarry Bank, 
just up the road from The Robin Hood, later 
to become my first venue. 

“I started an independent record label by 


day and did PA hire for bands at night. The 
record label soon ate up all the money I had 
saved while at GKN, so it was off to the bank 
for a loan and, after a year or two, I managed 
to make a living - just.” 

In 1992, a school friend of Mike’s took on 
the lease for The Robin Hood pub from former 
leaseholder Ray Hingley, who had made the 
venue famous after Chris Tarrant’s OTT was 
filmed in the bar. 

The venue had also become well-known lo¬ 
cally for The Black Country Night Out at The 
Citizens Theatre, based at the back of the pub. 


“Even though it was local I had never been 
in The Robin Hood, so I went down to see how 
John was doing,” added Mike, now aged 63. 

“He showed me around and took me into 
The Citizens Theatre which, by now, was 
hardly used and I said ‘this would make a 
great venue’. I had a spare PA system avail¬ 
able so, after much deliberation, I started 
bringing bands in to help John bring in some 
trade. And so, The Robin was born.” 

The second act to play were Soul Survivors, 
who returned as part of the anniversary cel¬ 
ebrations.

TWO men, who launched a sav¬ 
age, unprovoked attack at a Wol¬ 
verhampton city centre pub after 
being told not to take their glass¬ 
es outside, have been jailed. 

Trouble flared after Martin Skid¬ 
more and James Garrett finished a 
game of pool and headed for the door 
at the White Hart in Worcester Street. 

They both took umbrage when told by 
Steven Gumilar not to take their glasses 
with them, the city’s Crown Court was told. 

When they went back inside 38-year- 
old Skidmore picked up a pool cue and hit 
Mr Gumilar on the forearm with it eight 
times until it broke - and then threw the 
shattered stick at him, explained Mr How¬ 
ard Searle, prosecuting. Garrett, aged 
32, joined in the violence by hurling four 
glasses, all of which missed the victim but 
one hit a member of the bar staff. 

Mr Gumilar took refuge in a corner 
but was tracked down by Skidmore who 
punched him to the floor and then kicked 
the man. Garrett, who was celebrating his 
birthday, also struck the motionless victim 
before the pair left. 

Garrett launched a vile racist rant 
against one of the police officers who ar¬ 
rested both attackers nearby. 

Fortunately Mr Gumilar was not seri¬ 
ously hurt although he suffered an eye 
injury during the beating, the court heard. 

Miss Alison Scott-Jones, defending Skid¬ 
more from Wordsworth Close, Tipton and 
of previous good character, said: “This was 
a deeply unpleasant and disgraceful of¬ 
fence. It was caused by excessive drinking.” 

Both men admitted causing grievous 
bodily harm while Garrett, also from 
Wordsworth Close, Tipton, further pleaded 
guilty to racially aggravated harassment. 
He was jailed for 17 months while Skid¬ 
more got 15 months.

A FRIGHTENING snatch thief, who forced 
two women in two days to quit their jobs af¬ 
ter targeting shops where they worked, has 
been locked up for more than two years. 

Mark Taylor struck at the One Stop convenience 
store in Throne Road, Rowley Regis on May 1, Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court heard. 


The 53-year-old bought a

£300 cash from the till while 
waiting for his change, re¬ 
vealed Miss Joanne Barker, 
prosecuting. 

The next day he did ex¬ 
actly the same at the chain’s 
branch in Dudley Port, Tip- 
ton, this time escaping with

during which the cashier 
managed to jam his hand in 
the till, the court was told. 

Taylor was recognised on 
CCTV footage of the inci¬ 
dents and arrested on May 
3. He said the stolen money 
had been spent on cocaine 
but insisted he was not a 
drug addict. The two shop 
assistants serving him when 
the money was stolen were 
both so shaken by the expe¬ 
rience that they handed in 
their notice, revealed Miss

Barker. One explained: “I 
keep thinking people are 
going to attack me and can¬ 
not work in a constant state 
of panic.” 

Mr Christopher O’Gor¬ 
man, defending, said Tay¬ 
lor, from Grange Road, West 
Bromwich, had ‘turned his 
back on everything that had 
been good in his life’ after 
losing contact with his chil¬ 
dren following the collapse 
of his second marriage. 

The defendant, who had 
21 previous convictions in¬ 
volving 40 separate offences, 
admitted the two thefts and 
was sent to prison for two 
years four months. Judge 
John Wait told him: “Two 
ladies have had to give up 
their jobs because of your 
selfish pursuit of money.”

Direct flights from Brum 
to US will be discontinued 


UNITED Airlines is pulling out 
of Birmingham in a move that 
will sever the city’s last direct 
air route to the USA. 

United says the service between 
Birmingham and New York’s Newark 
airport will be discontinued from Oc¬ 
tober 5. 

The airline has run the route for 
more than 20 years, carrying more 
than two million passengers, but it 
claims it is shutting the route because 
of its ‘poor financial performance’. 

It is a major blow for Birmingham 
Airport and its growth plans, coming 
after rival US carrier American Air¬ 


lines pulled its direct flights to New 
York JFK in January after operating 
it for just eight months. 

In a statement, United Airlines 
said: “We have regretfully taken this 
decision because of the route’s poor 
financial performance. We will contact 
customers with bookings for flights 
beyond those dates to provide refunds. 

“We appreciate the service of our 
Birmingham-based employees and our 
human resources team is organising 
individual consultations with each of 
the three employees to discuss sever¬ 
ance payments and opportunities for 
redeployment, assist with job searches 
and answer any questions.” 


It means travellers from the West 
Midlands now face having to travel 
to Manchester or Heathrow for direct 
flights, although airlines Aer Lingus, 
Air France, KLM and Icelandair all 
offer onward connections to the USA 
from Birmingham routes. The airport 
has only just hailed another month of 
record breaking growth. 

The big growth, however, has come 
from short haul flights to Sofia, Lis¬ 
bon, Rennes, Nantes, Ibiza and Bur¬ 
gas in Bulgaria the most popular. The 
ending of the United Airlines service 
comes just six months after the carrier 
celebrated its 20th anniversary of fly¬ 
ing from Birmingham.

Carillion 
wins work 

onHS2 

tunnels 

WOLVERHAMPTON’S troubled construction 
giant Carillion is among the firms that have 
been awarded contracts for the building of 
phase one of the HS2 rail line, the Govern¬ 
ment has announced. 

The deals are worth £6.6 billion in total and will 
see tunnels, embankments and viaducts built be¬ 
tween London and Birmingham with the work set 
to bring in 16,000 jobs. 


A partnership featuring 
Carillion has been commis¬ 
sioned for two of the pro¬ 
jects on the 190 km high 
speed line which will con¬ 
nect to the West Coast Main 
Line near Lichfield and is 
planned to open in 2026. 

Keith Cochrane, interim 
chief executive of Carillion, 
said: “We are delighted that 
our joint venture, CEK, has 
been selected to deliver two 
of the three central con¬ 
tracts for HS2 phase one, 
the London to Birmingham 
section of the route, reflect¬ 
ing the strength of our joint 
venture. We look forward to 
working in close collabora¬ 
tion with HS2 to deliver this 
iconic project. 

Economic 

“Carillion is a leading 
supplier of infrastructure 
services with top two po¬ 
sitions in both the UK rail 
and highways sectors, where 
we work in partnership with 
key customers, including 
Network Rail, Highways 
England and HS2. We ex¬ 
pect the UK Government’s 
objective of generating 
economic growth through 
investing in infrastructure 
to continue creating oppor¬ 
tunities for us to grow our 
business in these core mar¬ 
kets.” 

Carillion’s share price 
tanked by more than 70 
per cent last week after a 
profit warning and an £845 
million write-off on con¬ 
struction contracts. The 
CEK joint venture partner¬ 
ship consisting of Carillion, 
Eiffage and Kier, has been 
successful in its bid for the 
C2 and C3 design and build

contracts. C2 involves tun¬ 
nels through the Chilterns 
to Brackley and is valued at 
£724m and C3 involves the 
Brackley to Long Itchington 
Wood Green tunnel and its 
value is £616m. 

The lots are in two stages. 
Stage one will be a 16- 
month period to develop a 
design, a programme and a 
target cost for the construc¬ 
tion of the works. Stage two 
is the construction of the 
main works and is expected 
to take between four and 
five years. 

A spokesman for HS2 Ltd 
said: “Obviously in the light 
of last Monday’s announce¬ 
ment by Carillion, HS2 has 
carried out additional due 
diligence and sought re-as- 
surance of both it and its 
two partners in the joint 
venture - Kier and Eiffage - 
that they remained commit¬ 
ted and able to deliver the 
contract. Each company’s 
boards have both given that 
assurance and confirmed 
that they underwrite the 
performance of each other 
in delivering the contract.”

CCTV for all 
tower blocks 


CCTV will be rolled out across all high-rise tower blocks 
situated across Sandwell in a bid to curb anti-social be¬ 
haviour. 

The scheme was approved by Sandwell Council after 
a report was drawn up looking at how it could benefit 
residents. 

The move has been welcomed by Councillor Maria 
Crumpton, who was the chair of the community safety, 
highway and environment scrutiny board when the 
plans were proposed earlier this year. 

She said: “It had a massive impact in the blocks that 
were already equipped with the cameras, and bringing 
the other blocks up to the same standard will be crucial 
in tackling anti-social behaviour.” 

The cameras are linked to a control room, in Roway 
Lane, Oldbury, which is open 24 hours a day. 

Operators there have direct links to the emergency 
services. 

Around half of all high-rise blocks in the borough al¬ 
ready had the equipment, but now a further 27 buildings 
will be given CCTV. 

The council approved spending £3.2m from its housing 
revenue account.

Nigel offering a safe 
pair of hands for care 


PATIENTS know they’re in 
safe hands when they are in 
the care of charge nurse Ni¬ 
gel Shelley. 

After 27 years in the job, he’s 
saved quite a few lives and is a 
true epitome of an NHS hero. 

So it’s only fitting that the father-of- 
two, who works for Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust, is 
passing on his wealth of knowledge to 
the younger generation of nurses who 
are rising up the ranks. 

His new role as practice develop¬ 
ment nurse involves mentoring new 
recruits and showing them the ropes. 

“I tell my nursing staff to imagine 
the person they should treat the per¬ 
son they are caring for as a loved one, 
because that’s how I would want to 
be treated if I were in hospital,” ex¬ 
plained 54-year-old Nigel. 

Recruits 

“I think it’s important that the pa¬ 
tient is cared for exceptionally well 
and that is what I am teaching the 
new recruits. 

“But there are other elements of 
my job that are equally as important. 
I will give new recruits one-to-one 
training on certain clinical aspects of 
the job that they don’t understand so 
that they can improve in this area.” 

Nigel’s new role comes after he has 
worked his way up the ranks, first 
starting at SWBH in 1995 as a charge 
nurse. But it was a while before he 
found his true calling in the NHS. 

“I worked at the police station, at a 
bank and for the DHSS and I didn’t 
like any of the jobs,” he laughed. 
“Then it was a friend who said that 
I should try being a nurse. My dad 
had been a medic in the Airforce, so I 
thought I’d give it a go.” 


NHS HEROES 


ONCE again we focus some of 
our time on the quiet heroes of 
the NHS, from a wide variety of 
backgrounds doing a wide varie¬ 
ty of jobs. 

Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust is one 
of the Black Country’s largest 
NHS organisations. 

It employs 7,500 people, many 
of whom live locally. 

Last year, the trust provides 
care from 150 locations. 

This week we highlight: 

NIGEL SHELLEY 

Practice development nurse 



Nigel soon found that it was the per¬ 
fect job for him. 

“I loved it instantly. To know that 
you have nursed someone back to 
recovery and made a tremendous 
difference to their lives is hugely grat¬ 
ifying,” he said. “Sometimes it even 
helped being one of only a few male 
nurses when I first started. It would 
be an ice breaker with patients.” 

Some of Nigel’s most memorable 
moments at work have been when 
he’s saved the lives of patients. He re¬ 
vealed: “A patient’s wife came to me 
and told me she thought her husband 
was bleeding. I went over and pulled 
back the sheets to find that his femoral 
artery had popped and the blood was 
just shooting out like a water fountain. 

“I acted quickly and put a pillow 
over the wound and applied pressure 
to stem the bleeding.” 


Thanks to Nigel’s quick-thinking, 
the patient’s life was saved. He added: 
“It’s certainly a job where no two days 
are the same.”

DOG walkers, cyclists and fishing 
enthusiasts will be able to walk 
along a canal towpath after a new 
gateway was installed under the 
M5 Oldbury viaduct. 

The gate, funded by Highways 
England, can be used as an entry 
and exit point on to the nearby Bir¬ 
mingham Canal towpath and Spon 
Lane in West Bromwich. 

A previous route was closed so 
Highways England stepped in to 
install the gate so people could get 
to the towpath again. 

Highways England emergency 
planning officer, Frank Bird, said: 
“This means people will now be 
able to walk their dogs along the 
canal towpath. 

Cyclists 

“Highways England is also com¬ 
mitted to try and improve cycle ac¬ 
cess to routes that were previously 
not available, and this gate will 
allow cyclists to join and leave the 
towpath from Spon Lane.” 

The nearby area has also bene¬ 
fited from a litter pick and tidy-up. 

Peter Mathews CMG, chair of the 
Canal & River Trust’s West Mid¬ 
lands Waterway Partnership, said: 
“This is great news, the canal is an 
important and much-loved green 
space for local people to escape to. 

“We’re also very grateful for 
the recent clean-up. As a charity 
support like this is invaluable and 
we’re always very keen to work 
with anyone that wants to help us 
make local canals even more special 
for people and wildlife.” The via¬ 
duct between junctions 1 and 2 is in 
the process of undergoing essential 
repair and waterproofing work. 


FOCUS ON OLDBURY 


Heathens hope to be on track 
towards new permanent home 


THE Cradley Heathens speedway club has had a 
major breakthrough in its 22-year search for a new 
home, with Oldbury its target for a track. 

A planning application has been submitted for a multi-purpose 
sporting venue, which would include a speedway track, at the Queens 
Field site on the Lion Farm Estate. It has been handed to Sandwell 
Council by the club’s supporters trust. The Heathens are one of the 
biggest names in the sport but have been homeless since 1995. 


It was in this year that their 
famous Dudley Wood track was 
sold for housing and their sub¬ 
sequent search for a new perma¬ 
nent base has delivered a number 
of false dawns. 

After reforming in 2010, ini¬ 
tially as Dudley Heathens, the 
club has regularly-held talks 
with Dudley Council over a new 
home without success. Instead 
the club has been track sharing 
with rivals Wolverhampton and 
Birmingham. Bosses have now 
opted for a site in Sandwell. 

Club bosses congratulated the 
trust on submitting the applica¬ 
tion and urged all supporters to 
get behind the plans. 

A statement read: “The trust 
have been able to achieve some¬ 
thing which we have been unable 
to in the past eight years, but 
that’s not to say there has been 
any lack of time, effort or expense 
spared in that time or by others.

It’s saving 
cats and dogs 
for fire crews 

A CAT stuck up a tree is the most 
common perception people have when 
they think of firefighters and animal 
rescues. But that scenario is just one 
of hundreds of different rescues that 
take place. 

These include a goose trapped in a 
roof, a rabbit stuck in a sofa and a cat 
with a head lodged in a bin. 

West Midlands Fire Service was 
called to 90 animal rescues in the nine 
months from March to July last year - 
many in the Black Country. 

They include a kitten with its head 
stuck in the drainage hole of a commu¬ 
nal bin at a home in Walsall. 

Fire crews cut either side of the 
drainage hole with a blade before 
bending the steel of the bin back to 
free the kitten, named Dusty. Then, 
last April, poorly dog Pepper was 
rushed to the vets after a trampoline 
spring got stuck in one of her legs. 

Crews from Oldbury fire station had 
to cut the coil but leave it attached to 
Pepper the dog, who got her leg caught in the spring of a trampoline at her Oldbury home her leg.

HI sing for Rene 
with Power of Love 


W hen Celine Dion 
takes to the stage 
at Birmingham’s 
Barclaycard Arena 
on Thursday - before 
returning to the venue 
on August 3 - she’ll be watched over 
by the love of her life. 

Celine’s late husband, Rene Angelil, died last year. 

But he remains with her every minute of the day as she 
continues to grieve. The duo were inseparable and he 
remains permanently in her thoughts. 

“I think I will probably grieve for the rest of my life. 

“Rene has prepared me for all my life since I’m 12. 

I have never met another man in my life, never kissed 
another man in my life. 

“I miss him a lot. I miss him a lot — for my partner, for 
the man I was embracing, kissing, making love with. My 
worries, my dreams ...” 

Celine says the couple made the best of their last 
weeks and months together. “No one chooses to be sick. 

“Life imposes for you to be sick and you have the 
option to be strong or not be strong. 

“But to be surrounded by the right people helps a lot 
because, if you know you will die, make the best of it. 

“I proved to Rene that he was there for me and I’m 
going to be there for him - and I’m still there for him.” 

She still speaks to him and asks for advice. And, having 
sold 250 million records, she still hears his voice. 

“He did suffer for three years. A lot. 

“I took a year off and I said, ‘My living well is to be with 
you, it’s not my career. You are my career, you are my life’. 

“That’s what a wife does, that’s what a mother does, 
that’s what a performer does. I took care of him the best 
way I could.

“We talked a lot and I took notes every day. I had my 
Post-its and my crayons and my book, and everything he 
wanted or questioned, or he thought of, I wrote it down. 

“I reassured him it was going to be done his way — he 
chose the songs at his funeral, the way he wanted it, 
everything to a T. And I respected that. 

“I’m extremely proud of my children. Proud of what my 
husband has prepared me for without knowing. Today I 
can tell you I am very strong. At one point I showed my 
children to stand up. Even though they don’t have a Papa 
anymore, Mama is here. But Papa is in their heart.” 

Her husband’s passing has had a profound effect on 
Celine. It has changed her outlook on life and given her 
a new appetite to live life fully - and to encourage her 
children to do likewise. 

“It is something that I had no choice to take charge of, 
that I am proud of-to prepare my children [for] their 
dad’s passing. And that was a lesson for me, that 
you never know when things like this strike and you 
need to take charge. It was a lesson for me, but 
they’re doing great.” 

“It’s best to never wait for tomorrow to do 
what can be done today.” 

She’s a remarkable figure who has sold 250 ^ 

million records - the second most successful 
female artist to Madonna. 

At the age of 12, Celine recorded a demo 
tape of a song she had written with her 
mother. They sent the tape to the manager 
and producer Rene Angelil, who handled 
the career of popular French singer Ginette 
Reno. After hearing the tape and inviting 
Celine to perform for him in person, Rene 
signed her immediately under the 


condition that he would have complete control over her 
career. He mortgaged his own home to finance her debut 
album, La Voix du bon Dieu (The Voice of God). 

By the age of 18, Celine had recorded nine French 
albums and won numerous Felix and Juno awards (the 
Canadian equivalent of a Grammy Award). In 1988, 
she won the Eurovision Song Contest representing 
Switzerland in Dublin, Ireland, and her performance was 
broadcast live in countries throughout Europe, the Middle 
East, Australia and Japan. After this taste of international 
acclaim, she began looking to the south, and American 
stardom. 

Her real breakthrough into pop music stardom came 
in 1992, when she recorded the theme to Disney’s hit 

animated feature Beauty and the Beast, a 
duet with Peabo Bryson. The song, 
k Beauty and the Beast, made it to 
number nine on the Billboard Hot 
100 and won both a Grammy and 
an Academy Award.

Celine Dion, which became her first gold record in the 
United States and sold more than 12 million copies 
internationally. 

The undeniable success of her self-titled effort, also 
including the hit If You Asked Me To, which made it to 
number four on the Billboard Hot 100 and number one on 
the adult contemporary chart, allowed Dion to launch her 
first headlining tour in the US. 

In 1994, Dion happily merged her personal and 
professional life when she married Rene, who was 26 
years her senior. Rene and his second wife had divorced 
in the 1980s, and, around that same time, he and Celine 
had begun a romantic relationship. Engaged in 1991, the 
couple tied the knot at Montreal’s Notre Dame Basilica, in 
an elaborate ceremony that was celebrated throughout 
Canada. 

She also scored a series of international number one 
hits, including The Power of Love, Think Twice, Because 
You Loved Me, It’s All Coming Back to Me Now, and, 
of course, My Heart Will Go On, which featured on the 
soundtrack to one of the biggest grossing films of all time, 
Titanic, starring Leonardo DiCaprio.

Duo are taking an emotional 
trip down memory lane 


hat are your memories of 
Diana, Princess of Wales? 
Many people will always 
remember her as the fairytale royal 
bride arriving at St Paul’s Cathedral 
for her marriage to Prince Charles; 
or the fun-loving princess dancing 
the night away with John Travolta at 
the White House. 

Unfortunately, there were also 
sadder times, as she revealed in a 
TV interview that she had suffered 
depression, eating disorders and 
that “there were three of us in this 
marriage”. 

But for her two sons, HRH The 
Duke of Cambridge and HRH Prince 
Harry, the world’s most 
photographed woman will always 
simply be their mischievous mother, 
whose love of life was infectious - 
perhaps best shown on their 
famous family outing to Thorpe 
Park. 

“She was one of the naughtiest 
parents,” Harry admits. 

This intimate documentary made 
by the producers behind ITV’s Our 
Queen at 90 is being shown to 


commemorate the 20th year since 
Diana’s tragic death. 

It is built around contributions 
from William and Harry, both of 
whom talk openly about their 
mother and pay tribute to the many 
ways she has influenced their lives. 

Back in April, the princes admitted 
that they failed to talk to each other 
enough about the death of their 
mother and that not doing so only 
made matters worse. 

Speaking about the trauma they 
endured as children when Diana 
was killed in a car crash in Paris in 
1997, the princes urged people to 
be more open with their emotions. 

They acknowledged in a video 
with the Duchess of Cambridge, 
released as part of their campaign 
to tackle mental health in Britain, 
that they had bottled up their 
feelings about her death rather than 
sharing them. 

However, judging by this 
documentary, the two princes are 
starting to become more 
comfortable talking about their 
mother. 


Prince Harry says: “This is the first 
time that the two of us have ever 
spoken about her as a mother.” 

In one particularly poignant 
scene, they are shown leafing 
through a treasured photograph 
album put together by Diana and 
recall some of the most joyful and 
touching moments from their 
childhood.

“She was very informal and really 
enjoyed the laughter and the fun. 
But she understood that there was a 
real life outside of the palace walls.” 

As well as William and Harry, there 
are interviews with other key figures 
in Diana’s life, including close 
friends and family. 

The programme also focuses on 
the princess’s contributions to 
public life, and her extensive charity 
and humanitarian work in areas 
including landmines, child 
bereavement and homelessness.

I t can often be a real struggle to 
find a place to unwind and relax 
when out and about in a busy city 
centre on a Saturday afternoon. 
Birmingham always has plenty 
going with its abundance of 
shops, restaurants and bars. 


So when you stumble across a lovely little venue that 
helps to remove all the stresses and strains of city life, 
it’s worth pointing out. 

The Green Room cafe is the closest bar and 
restaurant to the Birmingham Hippodrome. Sitting 
practically on the doorstep of the second city’s top 
theatre, in The Arcadian, it prides itself on being the 
perfect place to grab a pre-theatre meal, relax with 
some interval or post-theatre drinks - or, for people like 
us, it caters for those who simply fancy a break and 
something nice to eat. 

It was my brother Tom’s pre-birthday treat so along 
with his fiancee, Claire, and my two-year-old daughter, 
Annabelle, we decided to try somewhere that looked 
welcoming and not overly fancy. There was just 
something very friendly about the atmosphere here. 

We decided to sit outside in the lovely courtyard- 
style area. However, in good old British style, the 
heavens soon opened so we were forced to move 
indoors. The layout is open plan, with tables and chairs 
set out for couples, families and large groups. 

The food is pretty standard fare but as we found out 
it’s also very tasty - and there’s plenty of it. 

As we were all sharing two starters, we decided on 
the marinated olives, homemade hummus and selection 
of breads, and deep-fried squid with a crispy chilli 
coating served with alioli dip. The platter came with 
plenty of warm pittas, and a tomato-based hummus, 



which contained just enough garlic. The dish was 
plenty for us to all share and, when mixed with the tangy 
olives, the combined flavours were a delight. But the 
showstopper for me was the calamari. 

Claire and Tom had just returned from a holiday in 
Portugal - and being lovers of fried squid, both agreed 
this was better than anything they’d eaten aboard. Quite 
a compliment seeing as they’d been staying in a fishing 
village by the sea. Again, there was a decent portion 
and when the hot fish was dunked in the alioli, we 
wished there was more. After Annabelle’s homemade 


macaroni cheese (with an extra sausage) had been 
agreed on, we ordered our own mains. I opted for the 
‘quiche of the day’, which turned out to be broccoli 
and stilton and served with a salad and rustic chips 
- chunky, soft on the inside and crispy out, they were 
delicious, and went really well with the light and fluffy 
quiche, which also had a delightfully crumbly base. 

My brother fancied the falafel burger from the specials 
board and Claire the homemade vegetarian burger, 
which came with lettuce, beef tomato and relish - as 
well as chips, of course. Both said their burgers were 


very tasty but particularly praised the relish with its 
tangy taste. Tom thought there was perhaps too much 
mint in his burger but the plates were empty at the end - 
even Annabelle enjoyed trying some of it. 

As for her children’s dish, it was a very large portion 
for her, so we all dug in. The mac and cheese was 
simple, but very nice. It also came with a soft drink. 

There were plenty of classic desserts to choose from 
as well as a cream tea for two with tea or filter coffee. 
Next time you are in the second city, why not go Green?

Suzuki’s Ignis offers buyers an affordable price tag, 
a fairly generous amount of standard equipment and 
respectable fuel economy figures from its peppy little 
1.2-litre engine that it shares with the Swift. Then, of 
course, there are those rather quirky looks, which 
will no doubt appeal to customers who are in the 
market for a car that stands out from the crowd. 

To look at, the little Suzuki ‘compact crossover’ 
combines quite a cutesy face with a rather staunch 
stance - well, as staunch a stance a car this size can 
manage, anyway. Regardless of your tastes, it does 
have the effect of giving the Ignis a far more assertive 
presence on the road than those of its immediate rivals 
in the city car class. 

Inside, the Ignis is a bit of a let-down, with cheap 
plastics in the cabin. But then again, this is billed as an 
affordable city runabout, so to complain about less- 
than-premium materials being used in the interior rather 
seems to defeat the whole purpose of the car. 

Don’t expect to be bowled over by the Ignis’s 
practicality. Sure there is enough room in the cabin 
for four adults, but don’t expect them to be massively 
comfortable for long journeys. Despite the car’s rather 
tall stance, headroom in the back of the Ignis is tight,

and taller passengers will find their heads come in 
contact with the roof. That said, though, knee room 
isn’t too bad at all. For those with small children (who 
won’t mind being being in the back of the car), it’s worth 
mentioning that only the entry-level SZ3 Ignis is available 
with three seats in the second row. 

As far as boot space goes, the Ignis offers 260 litres 
with the rear seats in place, which is more than enough 
for a week’s worth of food shopping. 

The Ignis is only available with one engine - the same 
1.2-litre petrol unit that’s found in the larger Swift. The 
four-cylinder engine isn’t the most powerful, with only 
89bhp on tap, but it does a good enough job of getting 
the big little city car up to speed. The dash, or stroll in 
this case, from 0-60mph takes 12 seconds, and in cars 
that feature the SHVS ‘mild hybrid’ system and four- 
wheel drive, this drops to 11.3. 

One of the first things you’ll notice is the fact that 
you sit rather high up. While this does mean visibility 
out of the sides and back is excellent, it also gives the 
impression that the car will roll around a bit more in the 
corners - which it certainly does. This is a car that has 
been engineered to provide a comfortable ride, rather 
than one that is all about out-and-out driving dynamics. 
Don’t get us wrong, though - on British roads it deals 
with lumps, bumps and uneven surfaces in a composed 
manner, which is a welcome characteristic. 

Around town, the Ignis is an ace little car to drive. 

Its incredibly light controls make tight manoeuvres a 
doddle, and thanks to incredibly short overhangs, you’re 
never in too much danger of accidentally pranging into 
anything. SZ-T and SZ5 models also get a standard-fit 
rear-view camera that makes parking even easier. 

Suzuki hasn’t left much room to criticise the Ignis as 
far as value for money is concerned. Base-spec SZ3 
models come with standard features such as DAB radio 
and Bluetooth connectivity, as well as USB connectivity 
and a CD player that is MP3 compatible. 

Moving up the range, the SZ-T gains larger 16-inch 
alloys, a touchscreen infotainment system that 
incorporates satellite navigation and a rear parking 
camera, while the flagship SZ5 gains LED headlights, 
keyless entry and climate control. 

Running costs aren’t horrendous, either. Suzuki claims 
the SZ5 SHVS 4x4 model that we tested can manage 
a combined fuel economy figure of 60.1 mpg. While we 
didn’t quite manage this, we were still able to average 
around 52mpg during our time with the Ignis. 

It’s a fairly comprehensive little car, really, and when 
you consider that prices for the SZ3 start at just £9,999, 
it’s quite a sensible choice, too.

A former version of the club was based at Molineux 
in 1914, where a track was located around the pitch. 

A decade later, Wolverhampton Athletics Club was 
formed in 1924. Then it merged with Penn Harriers 
in 1943 to form Wolverhampton Harriers before mov¬ 
ing to its current home in Aldersley in 1956. 

It came to operate under its current name after Bil¬ 
ston was incorporated into Wolverhampton in 1967 in 
a reorganisation by local government. 

This led Wolverhampton Harriers and Bilston 
Town Athletic Club merging to form Wolverhampton 
and Bilston Club. 

It was once Great Britain’s leading athletics club, 
winning the men’s National League Division One 
from 1972 to 1982, and Men’s National Cup final in 
1976, 1977, 1979 and 1980. 

It also represented Britain in the European Clubs 
Cup from 1976 to 1983. 

The club has a number of upcoming talented ath¬ 
letes who bosses feel could have a successful future. 

Hammer-throwing coach Stephen Pearson believes 
two of those are Phoebe Baggot, 15, and Molly Walsh 
17. Phoebe has previously been a record-breaker dur¬ 
ing a national tournament involving schools from 
across the country. At the recent English Schools 
track & field championships in Birmingham, she 
reached the final and came third with a throw of 
56.32m, ahead of club-mate Molly who was fourth 
with a distance of 53.15m 


Pearson described them both as having the poten¬ 
tial to go onto achieving bright things. 

Pearson’s son, Benjamin, 23, who has trained at 
the club, went to the last Commonwealth Games but 
could not compete due to injury and is still recovering. 

Talented teenage sprinter Ellis Greatrex is another 
one to watch having represented GB at the European 
Youth Championships. He was also successful in the 
recent Birmimgham contest, winning the 400m in 
47.82 secs 

Pearson, who has competed at international level 
and represented Great Britain, said he was looking 
forward to meeting some of the club’s members with 
whom he used to train. 

“I am interested to meet some of the old people I 
used to train with,” he said. 

“I don’t think many people realise now how good 
we were.”
